The Ax is is riding high in 
the driver's seat The United Nations, to state their 
case simply, are getting their ears knocked off. 
The United States is tied In knots b y a sub marine 
b lockade of its Atlantic« coast that it hasn’t b een 
ab le to b reak and b y a mb b er ahortage it refuses to 
face. China virtually has b een knocked out of the 
war b y Great Britain’s collapse in the Malay States 
and Banna, Russia, with the b est part of the fight­ 
ing season still lying ahead, is showing some of the 
symptoms of an early knockout.

They are fighting defensively, more so than 
they were a year ago, aiz months ago, or six weeks 
ago. The other side is enjoying th| advantages of an 
unchallenged initiative. It has the privilege of pick­ 
ing the b attlefields and tb s timej it decides which 
islands in the Aleutian chain it will seix e. what 
front will get most attention, when it will strike 
oex t. 
These are the realities of war in July, 19 42. It is 
b est to b e prepared tor the worst, b ecause the 
worst U happening. Tb ia is the ,moment when the 
Axis is ex erting its max imum power. A year from 
now. perhapa a few mouths, will give the United 
States a chance to ex ert its max imum power if—and 
the if never was more important—this country does 
not lose more in Russia’s defeat, in the meantime 
than it can b ope to make up through the develop­ 
ment of its own fighting strength. 


Bad Faith Was Real Crime 
'T'HE crime of sedition and Iq^ference with the 
armed forcea for which 28 'geraona have b een 
indicted b y a federal grand JurJr in Washington Is 
a matter to b e proved in the oourts. Undoub tedly 
it will b e. If the b etter known, pames on the list 
are typical, the only thing needelPto clinch the case 
agalnit them waa a b ackground ojt neceaalty. 
In other words, they are m in e r s of that con­ 
temptib le minority that has t r ^ to victimize the 
United States with its own gusrihtees of the rights 
of freedom. Associated with thiun were other ex - 
tremiata. some of whom have b aen put away, some 
of whom are still at large andi it is no pleasure 
to admit, some of whom tuddeftly have attained 
respectab ility as friends of Russia, 
All these persons were guilty of the same crime 
against society. They acted in b ad faith. In the name 
of the freedoms they despised ai|d Itched to repress 
they tried to create dissatisfacti(^ and unrest. They 
had nothing to offer Americana hht one of the sev­ 
eral forma of despotism that - Intrigued 
them— 
forms of despotism that wouldn’f ’have tolerated for 
an Instant the tactics they usedS^reely In hope of 
destroying political and economic atab llUy in the 
United States. 
Tragically, there still is no way to punish this 
crime; the United States is still helpleaa against sub - 
verslonlsts. It can act, however, under stress of war 
to dispose of them aa aedttlonlsta, and that is what 
it is doing now.

ance. He must drill Into them the 
danger of taking foolish risks (80 
percent of air force accidents are 
due to pilot error) and yet he can’t 
get them too cautious or they’re 
no longer good fighter pilots. 
Landings get the b ulk of his at­ 
tention, for there’s where more 
than half the pilot error accidents 
occur. In his flret 10 hours of fly­ 
ing one of the speedy, stub -nosed 
pursuit ships (a b ig Juntp ftx nn a 
200 m. p. h, trainer) each pilot is 
“talked into" the field b y MaJ. My­ 
ers from the control tower on 
every landing. 
Primary emphasis is on landing 
on the first third ot the runway. 
Mltchel's runways are ex ception­ 
ally long, so there’s little hazard 
in landing on the last two-thirds. 
But sooner or later these pilots 
will b e coming down on far small­ 
er fields. 


"TP they’re going to make an Im- 
k proper landing, 1 always tell 
’em to pull qp and try it again,” 
■ays MaJ. Myers. 
"A man can 
circle the field IB times, for all of 
me, provided he lands oorrecily

Landing too far down 
the runway—"too kmg"—Is a seri­ 
ous offense, calling for the top 
fine of 11.

down Isn’t serious, b ut is a sign of 
careleesness. 
Fine, 10 cents. 
"It Isn’t the money so much, 
says the major, "as the idea that 
they’re under close ob servation all 
the time. They’ll do their b eat to 
keep off the skin sheet and that 
way tb e’re doing their b est to fly 
well and, thereb y, to fly safely.” 
The b omb er pilots are more ex ­ 
perienced than the fighter filers. 
They must have four to six months 
as co-pilot on one of the twin- 
engined Job s to qualify a« pilot at 
an operations b ase. Thus they are 
past the rudimentary safety In­ 
struction stage when they reach 
here. 
"That doesn’t 
mean you can 
leave them alone, though," MaJ. 
Branch ex plains. "It’s too damned 
easy to *®t careless after you start 
piling up flying time, and (^reless- 
ness can spread through a squad- 
i-on mighty fast. 
"But we have a 
fine check 
against slipshod work which the 
fighters don’t have. A fighter pilot 
is on his own. A b omb er pilot al­ 
ways Is aware that four other men 
In the plane are watching him— 
and, even more Important, that he 
is responsib le for four other lives 
b esides his own. Keep that upper­ 
most in a man’s mind and he’ll pay 
strict attention to his Job .” 


SURPRISING feature of the 
accident picture is that only 
14 percent are due to mechanical 
failure. 
That is a trib ute to our 
designers, engineers and workmen 
who are turning out this country’s 
ever-growing force of warplanes. 
It Is a trib ute, also, to such ground 
crews as the ones which work 
under Sgt. Smith, 
They take nothing for granted. 
Even a new plane fresh from the 
factory is stripped down and given 
a thorough going-over b y mechan­ 
ics, engineers and other speclal- 
Ista b efore It’s marked ready to 
fly. 
Each time a plane rolls Into the 
hangar after a day's work. It gets 
an hour's Inspection: Whether It’s 
throwing oil. If any of the controls 
are loose, the tread on tires (con­ 
crete runways wear them down). 
Before It goes out nex t morning, 
there's a pre-fight inspection, In 
which fuel tanks are drained for 
any water which may have accu­ 
mulated, instruments and controls 
are checked, and th© flap« and 
landing-gear locks are ex amined. 
After 25 hours of flying the 
plane comes into the hangar for a 
full day; after 60 hours the in­ 
spection is even more detailed; 
after 100 hours sparkplugs are 
changed, the plane Is Jacked up 
to test the landing gear; after 126 
hours, It’s due for another 24-hour 
Inepectlon, Thus there Is virtually 
no b reak In the ground crews’ 
surveillance. 
Thesie men—« MaJ. Myei-s, MaJ. 
Branch and Master Sgt. Smith— 
have a hlg Job . 
With hundreds 
of others at AAP training fields 
and operatkmal b ases in Tex as 
and India, Arkansas and Egypt, 
they not only have to keep them 
flying, 
b ut 
keep 
them 
flying 
safely. 
At the rate our sir force is b e­ 
ing increased, and as the ratio of 
ex peiienced 
pilots 
to 
Inex peri­ 
enced pilots thins out. many acci­ 
dents—even fatal accidents—will 
b e unavoidab le. 
It’s the AAF's 
atm that the ones that do occur 
fall into that category, and no 
other.

U. S. Enlists Dog s, And We’re 100,000 Hounds Behind The Germans

The army finally has decided to 
unleash the dogs of war. 
In this Instance, we are once 
more several months or years b e­ 
hind the Nazis, who reportedly 
now are using more than 100,000 
dogs 
for 
supplementaiy 
sentry 
service and other duties connect­ 
ed with prosecution of the war. 
Now comes the quartermaster 
corps to give full recognition to 
Dogs for Defense, Inc., an organi­ 
zation of owners, b reeders, train­ 
ers and handlers, b acked b y some 
of the b iggest kennel associations 
In the country. 
Th e Idea is to supply the army 
and navy with thousands of 
dogs (ab out 2.000 have b een sup­ 
plied to date) trained to contri­ 
b ute a sensitive nose, an ex tra 
pair of eyes and ears, and a canine 
six th sense on sentry duty. 
If Rover is a pure-b red dog 
(and he can b e a she) b etween 
one and five years old, is sound of 
wind and limb , he’s eligib le for 
military duty. There are, of course 
a lot of additional IFs.

“Out"—which means rout ’em 
out, hound, In whatever direction 
the handler deslgnatw. 
"Come”—or get for papa, Bruno, 
and don't chase any rab b its on the 
way.

fled agents of Dogs for Defense

It's Been Tried 


Ruling By Landis That Big Leagues 


Have No Laws Barring The Negroes 


Recalls A Story About McGraw

J 
UDGE LANNS’ statement that Negroes are not 
b arred from playing in the b ig leagues and that 
a manager can sign a player of that race any time he 
likes reminds me that John McGraw once remarked 
years ago that if he ever found a Negro he thought 
would make his team he would not hesitate to grab 
him. 
As a matter of fact, McGraw did ex periment b riefly 
with a player who was undoub tedly of Nsgro b lood, 
though in deference to the unwritten law against 
Negroes that prevailed then In the b ig leagues and 
since has prevailed, no matter what the high-mucky- 
mucks say now, McGraw put th© fellow away as 
a 
Latin, despite a slightly Uncle Remus accent. 
This was a long time b ack when McGraw was man­ 
aging the Baltimore club In the National league. Tb e 
player waa an infielder and was with the club some 
time. His racial origin was no particular secret to 
the other memb ers of tb e club . It happened that he 
was not up to b ig league standard in playing ab ility 
and McGraw Anally let him go. Presumab ly he never 
afterward found a Negro he thought worth a trial 
I think thera cm b e no doub t that there have b een 
a numb er of players In tha b ig leagues in other years 
who wonld not hava stuck thers long had close 
scrutiny of ancestry b een deomed a requirement for 
admission to the b aseb all elect. A great pitcher of 
another generation was b elieved b y his fellows to b o 
of Negro b lood b ut no point ever was made of the 
matter. 
W 
HEN It came to b aseb all, I reckon my old homo 
town of Pueb lo. Colo., was ab out the most demo, 
cratic nfuniclpality In the land. It was democratic 
In every other way, too, as Charlie Carllle of the 
First National b ank there recalls to me in a recent 
letter. 
John Thatcher, then one of the owners of the 
b ank, which is still in the Thatcher family, used to 
sit on the dooratep of his hardware store holding 
court with the cow hands from out on the ranges 
while more aristocratic acquaintances waited In the 
b ackground.

Raises Silk Worms 
PH ILA D E LP H IA

Although 
he still has bis fingers crotsad, 
Aaron Lavln, 22-year-oId mainten­ 
ance worker in a rubber factory,

ban vicinity. From .15 mulberry 
bushet set out two years ago La­ 
vln now has 50 pounds of cocoons, 
and Is now engmgsd In experiment­ 
ing with Uie delicate art of spln- 
ning the skeina. 


Recent rcaaarch work on In­ 
fantile paralyaie. 
IN FA N T ILE paralysis is one of 
the few Infectious diseases with 
a summer incidence, and this fact 
has stimulated a great many re­ 
search workers to attempt to find 
a cause for it. 
One theory which hat consider­ 
able merits is that it is due to 
swimming or bathing in 
rivars. 
lakes or at the outlet of rivers in 
tha ocean where contamination by 
aawaga has occurred. In one report 
it 
waa 
shown that out of 419 
caaas 
of 
infantile 
paralysis 
ob- 
servad over a threa-year period. 
105 of the patienta, slightly mora 
than 25 percent, had swum, wadad 
or paddled In more or less contam­ 
inated waters ust prior to the at­ 
tack. 
Another theory, less well sup 
ported 
by 
fact, 
also 
concerns 
swimming and suggesta that un­ 
due cooling of the body may ren­ 
der It susceptible to infection Vith 
the virus of the disease. 
Due To A Virus 
There is no doubt that infantile 
paralysis it an infection due to a 
virus and probably enters the body 
through the nose; only in the nose, 
where the olfactory nerve spreads 
out, are nerves which go directly 
to the central nervous system ex­ 
posed. 
It is hard to believe that there 
is only one way for this Infection 
to occur. It may come from drop­ 
let Infection on food or from hu­ 
man contact. For instance, a case 
has been reported of four boys In 
a boys’ school, all of whom came 
down the same day. No other cases 
developed in the school. Careful 
analysis was made of their dally 
habits and lives; they were not 
in close contact either in dormi­ 
tories or in cla8.srooms but they 
were all served at the table by a 
maid in whose home two cases of 
Infantile paralysis later occurred, 
^his looks like a pretty well prov­ 
ed case of a human carrier. 
Under the heading of treatment, 
undoubtedly 
the most important 
advance has 
been 
the 
so-called 
Kenny treatment, the principle of 
which Is to prevent contracture by 
early passive movement. At the 
University 
of 
Minnesota, 
where 
Nurse Kenny is now working, ar- 
rangements have been made to of­ 
fer a course of this treatment to 
physlcian.s, 
hospital 
nurses 
and 
technicians. 
Treatment In Acute Stages 
It should be remembered that 
Infantile paralysis Is not a very 
contagious disease and that even 
in epidemic areas only a small 
number of people exposed 
take 
the disease. 
For 
treatment 
In 
the 
acute 
stages, the use of convalescent se­ 
rum is about the only thing that 
has any standing. Nobody would 
claim that It is anywhere like 100 
i percent perfect, but it does not 
I harm and should. In my opinion, 
be given a tilal whenever possible 
and available. 
An interesting observation that 
has not been followed up very 
closely in this country is that of a 
Swiss doctor, Contat, who in the 
1937 
epidemic 
prescribed 
potas­ 
sium chlorate for the relief of the 
sore throat accompanying the dis­ 
ease. He was greatly surprised by 
the favorable turn taken by the 
patient, as the temperature soon 
became normal and signs of menin­ 
geal irritation and paralysis disap­ 
peared. He followed this up by 
treating the next 35 cases with po­ 
tassium chlorate and in the whole 
series there was no fatality and 
little permanent paralysis.

Daspito tha effictrs* 
misgiv ings, thoy nv o him permis­ 
sion to proceed. Tha program was 
presented to tho'poopli, Who ap­ 
prov ed. Each Sunday morning for 
a number of weeks he prefaced his 
sermon with a ’single dramatic sen­ 
tence. “Remember May 24!*^ 
The day preceding the much 
heralded Sunday, Dr. 'Williama re­ 
mained in his study, fasting and 
praying. Members ot hia board 
v isited the parsonage that night 
and found the man pacing the floor 
of his study in ev ident meditation. 
Thay left without disturbing him. 
On the mornin« of the. ev entful 
May 24. tour secretaries were seat­ 
ed at tables, placed throughout the 
church, to receiv e pledges and con­ 
tributions. If the entire sum was 
not raised in this manner, each 
doner would hav e h)s donation as 
pledge returned. 
The secretaries took their posi­ 
tions and the ev ent was under way. 
At the close of the morning serv ice 
it was dlscov eréd that 95.300 had 
been applied to the’ debt. During 
the Sunday school session‘in the 
afternoon, an additional 9800 was 
placed in the church coffers. This 
left a deficit of 9900 to be cleared 
at the final serv ice that night The 
people rose v aliantly to the need 
and the debt was liquidated. 
Thus, May* 24 became a red 
letter day in the history of the 
Methodist church, one that would 
nev er be forgotten by any member 
of the congregation.
